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A RESIGNATION 



In all modern organizations it is customary to have the author- 
ity and responsibility centred in one individual. This centraliza- 
tion is effected principally for the sake of efficiency and to avoid 
any possible conflict between the different men in whom a certain 
measure of responsibility would otherwise have to be placed. 

The "McGill Daily" is apparently the modern organization 
which is the exception proving the rule. Although the Editor is re- 
sponsible for the publication of the paper he is denied any share in 
its actual management. That such a condition should long continue 
without friction could hardly be expected. 

Such friction has occurred. 1 he responsibility has been placed 
Upon the editor, while the actual direction of the 
"Daily's" affairs has been retained by the Students' 
Council. As the latter body have not and cannot 
have a thorough knowledge of the paper's needs, this arrangement 
has failed to work satisfactorily. On several occasions there has 
been disagreement between the editor and Council. On Thursday 
last the Council arbitrarily refused a requisition for the expenses of 
two men who were to cover the game in Toronto. As the game was 
a most important one and required a good write-up, the editor de- 
cided that two men would be necessary, especially if McGill should 
win. The Students' Council, however, overruling the decision of 
the editor, declined to pay these men's expenses. The men detailed 
for this work consequently had to pay their own expenses to Toron- 
to and return. 

This merely illustrates a condition which exists, making intol- 
erable the position of the editor. For these reasons he deems it ad- 
visable to tender his resignation, taking effect with the publication 
of today's issue. This action is taken not because of any feeling 
of animosity but because to continue under the present arrangements 
Would be impossible. 

If it is the wish of the incoming editor, however, he will be only 
too willing to assist him in any way possible in the publication of the 
paper. The continuation of his present responsibility is impossible.

THE DAILY AND THE COUNCIL 



The time has come when every student at McGill who takes 
an interest in undergraduate activities, should be put in possession of 
some facts so far withheld. These facts relate to the present status 
of the Daily and its relation to the Students' Council. The editors 
of this paper have at all times believed that the student body should 
have a full and unrestricted account of all business transacted, but 
up to this time it has not been considered necessary to give a detailed 
account. It must be clearly understood that in relating these events 
the only object is accurately to portray the true state of affairs and 
thus put every reader in a position to pass judgment on all concerned. 
That certain changes in the personnel of the staff may be more 
readily understood is a secondary consideration; that McGill may 
more intelligently cope with the problem of a college paper is the 
main object 

There was a time last spring when the prospect of having a col- 
lege paper was exceedingly meagre. Faced with an enormous 
deficit, the Council were unwilling to take any uncertain steps. 
For two years the paper had been successfully managed by students 
or by those directly under their supervision. The story of two large 
deficits, the second one somewhat smaller it must be admitted, is a 
familiar one. Undoubtedly the Council were justified in refusing 
to continue in this haphazard manner. Because of the above con- 
siderations, the Council formally moved and passed a motion abol- 
ishing the paper finally and without reserve. 

This 1 decision was arrived at some time during the early part 
of May. Students at the time in Montreal, though agreeing that 
the decision was inevitable, regretted exceedingly to have the paper 
stopped. A group of two or three, of which the writer was one, 
were not convinced that it was impossible to manage the paper pro- 
fitably. Other members of this group were Harold R. Griffith 
and H. H. Hemming. Mr. Cassels, the retiring editor, was also 
interested in an advisory capacity. Through the efforts of these 
men it was found that the paper was a possibility, and finally the 
present arrangement was brought about Mention of this fact has 
already been made at (he Students' Society meeting, though no de- 
tails were given. Though in the main correct, no mention was made 
of Mr. Hemming, who was primarily responsible for interesting Mr. 
Desbarat. 

Just how the Council come to be in possession of the present 
arrangement, which, it must be understood, was not of their own 
making, has never been made public. That it was the gift, if it 
may be called so, of those who were responsible for it, has been 
said, and is correct. BUT, certain conditions were understood, and 
certain advice was given and apparently accepted, which now seem 
to have been forgotten. 

Since the Daily was first published there has been, among 
those intimately connected with it, a feeling of dissatisfaction with 
the system of management. That every part of the direction of a 
complex journalistic organization should be in the hands of a hap- 
hazard group of men is illogical. At no time has there been any 
member of the Daily's staff or anybody in its organization that has 
been considered competent to direct its destinies. There is no 
branch of undergraduate life which requires a more special know- 
ledge than the direction of the newspaper. To those who have 
never had any close contact with the Daily or actual experience in 
its management the problem may seem a simple one. The point 
is one on which argument is difficult. My suggestion, which seems 
a fair one, is to allow those who have had experience to judge on 



the complexity of the work. If then the work requires a technical 
knowledge, and investigation will show my words to be true, is not 
the present system absurd ? The only authority which the Daily 
has been able to recognize since its inception, the sole arbiter of its 
destinies and director of its policies has been the Students' Council. 
None of the men on this body are elected to it because of their jour- 
nalistic skill, or of their know ledge of the paper's financial problems. 
Their interests are so large and varied that it is impossible for them 
to acquire this much needed knowledge. 

It was considerations of this kind which led those who pre- 
sented the present advertising scheme to the Council to make with it 
several recommendations. It later developed that two leading pro- 
fessors, interested in all legitimate student activities, had been think- 
ing and working along similar lines as the above mentioned stu- 
dents. These two professors, wishing to prevent the extinction of 
the college paper, had decided to investigate the situation and see 
if anything could be done to save it. Fortunately, through Mr. 
Hemming, they were brought in contact with the writer and those 
working with him. The result was a number of conferences, at 
which the following decisions were reached: First, that student 
affairs were suffering from over-centralization. 

Second, that any surplus from the paper should not be used 
to recoup athletic failures, nor should deficits endanger other stu- 
dent enterprises. 

Third, that any surplus should be invested in the form of a 
capital fund in order to ensure the stability of the paper and enable 
an improvement in its tone. 

Fourth, that the paper be placed in the hands of a board 
specially qualified and equipped for the work. 

Fifth, that the Council were not justified in undertaking the 
publication of the paper without incorporating either themselves or 
the paper. 

The last of these meetings was held May 23, at which it was 
reported that an arrangement had been made with Mr. Desbarat. 
It was also decided to invite the Students' Council to an informal 
meeting to discuss the situation. This mceing took place on the 
morning of May 26. There were present the two professors, above 
mentioned, and Messrs. Harold Griffith, H. H. Hemming. \V. L. 
Cassels. Hugh Griffith and Messrs. Dixon and Hugesson repre- 
senting the Council. 

The whole question was discussed and the outcome was an in- 
formal understanding that either the Council or the Daily would 
become incorporated, and that all the suggestions of these interested 
men would be considered by the Council. 

The suggestions in regard to a change in the relation of the 
Daily to the Council were never discussed in a full meeting of the 
Council, and several weeks later Mr. Jack Hall stated that they 
had decided not to incorporate under any consideration, as they 
would then become liable for the debts contracted in previous years. 

5 ' he 1 C ° linCl1 and l,le Dailv remain Ie B a l nonentities, a situa- 
tion which Messrs Dixon and Hugessen had assured this commit- 
tee would not be allowed to continue. Several members of the 
Council were never informed of all these negotiations, and know 
nothing of the understandings arrived at at this coference. 

The writer was appointed by the Council as Business Manager 
of the Daily for the present year, and intended to keep in close 
touch with the management of the paper. I was out of town all 
summer, and on reurning in September was informed by the presi- 
dent of the Daily that everything was proceeding nicely, and not 
to worry at all over the paper. In the first issue of the Daily I was 
surprised to see my name as "Circulation Manager." The Coun- 
cil had evidently decided that the Daily was to be run by them and 
them only. Various occurrences have since borne this out. 

No one more than the editors of the Daily has the financial 
interests of the Council at heart, or is more interested in seeing an 
end to extravagance m student expenditure. But I contend that the 
efficiency of the Daily should not be sacrificed to athletics. Nor 
should the desire of the Council to come out with a surplus on its 
total activities hinder the expansion of the college paper 

A proposal which was made to the Students' Council last spring, 
and which I now make to the entire student body, is to separate en- 
tirely the affairs of the Council and the paper. Let the paper be 
run by a board appointed partially by the Council, but chiefly by 
the retiring board. Let the books be kept separate and let there be 
no financial connection. It might be possible to arrange a stock 
company in which the stock could be held in trust for the student 
body at large. This plan I commend to the men of McGill for dis- 
cussion and consideration. 

The present situation makes the Daily an organ of the Coun- 
cil; its officers are Council appointees, those who are employed are 
paid by the Council. The relation is one of dependence and' subser- 
viency. The outcome, inevitably, of the present system is friction, 
with regrettable results. My ideal for the college paper is one 
which shall be in a posit.on to take a fearless and independent stand 
or. all matters which pertain to college life. I can see but one way 
of accomplishing this. 

I trust that in this article I shall not be misunderstood Mv 
attitude towards the Daily is unchanged. I shall still support it 
with more than criticism, and will be willing to fight its battles 
until it comes into its own. HUGH B. GRIFFITH.
